Torranee city employees wilt be blanketed under the Call 
fornla State Employee* Retirement System on July 1, a» a 
rmndt of action of the City CouncU In adopting for the final 
rending Ordinance No, MT. which provide* for an agreement 
between the dty and (tote for conduct of the pension plan,

While the project will cost the»r 
taxpayers some $44,000 a year 
for the first several years, em­ 
ployees of the city must put up 
a like amount in wage deduc­ 
tions.

Pensions will be available to 
those firemen and policemen who 
have reached the minimum age 
of 55 and maximum of 60, and 
other city workers who have 
reached the minimum of 60 years 
and maximum of 86 years. Othei 
wise, retirement will be attained 
In 20, 26 or 30 years.

Those workers who have 
reached the retirement age will 
be eligible for pensions In Aug­ 
ust by paying into the pension 
fund a lump sum representing 
back premiums.

The plan has been hailed 
throughout the city as a worth­ 
while and much needed project 
to give city employees retirement 
benefits which have been denied 
them by the Social Security sys 
tern. 

Asked for an opinion by W»
ter Superintendent W. H. Stan 
ger, Otto B. Willett, city attor 
ney, said that In his belief Wa 
ter department employees can 
not participate In the system. He 
said that he would like to check 
the matter, since the water em 
ployees are employees of a sep­ 
arate tax district embracing an 
area smaller than the city as a 
whole.

Btanger brought up the ques 
tion as to Civil Service require 
ments at that time, declaring 
that if the workers cannot pai 
tlclpate in the pension plan be 
cause they arc not "part of thi 
city," they- should not have t 
be bound by the Civil Servlc 
ordinance.

The Council voted four to 
In favor of the pension ord 
nance, with Councilman A 
Jackson dissenting. He said h 
Is not opposed to the pensio 
plan but declared the city shoul 
be In better financial condltli 
before adopting the system.

In the majority of case* 
teachers hired are fully certifi­ 
cated.

The superintendent again 
appealed to Torrance property 
owners to keep In mind ttM 
lousing problem being faced 
t>y. the teachers and adminis­ 
trator*. He urged those who 
will have apartments, house* 
or rooms available to register 
their accommodation* with the

HEADQUARTERS GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC 
Washlngtoni D. C., May 5, 1868 
GENERAL ORDERS NO. 11

1. The 30th day of May, 1868, is designated foi the 
purpose of strewing with flowers or otherwise decorat­ 
ing the graves of comrades who died in defense of their 
country during the late rebellion, and those bodies now 
lie in almost every city, village and hamlet church­ 
yard in the land. In this observance no form or cere­ 
mony is prescribed, but Posts and comrades will in 
their own way arrange such fitting services and testi­ 
monials of respect as circumstances may permit.

We are organized, comrades, as our regulations tell 
us, for the purpose, among other things, "of preserving 
and strengthening those kind and fraternal feelings 
which have bound together the soldiers, sailors and 
marines who united to suppress the late rebellion." 
What can aid more to assure this result than by 
cherishing tenderly the memory of our heroic dead 
who made their breasts a barricade between our coun­ 
try and its foes? Their soldier lives were the reveille 
of freedom to a race in chains and their death a tattoo 
of rebellious tyranny in arms. We should guard their 
graves with sacred vigilance. All that the consecrated 
wealth and taste of the Nation can add to their adorn­ 
ment and security is but a fitting tribute to the 
memory of her slain defenders. Let no wanton foot . 
tread rudely on such hallowed grounds. Let pleasant 
paths invite the coming and going to reverent visitors 
and fond mourners. Let no vandalism of avarice or 
neglect, no ravages of time, testify 40 the present ot­ 
to the coming generations that we have forgotten as 
a people the cost of a free and undivided Republic.

If other eyes grow dull and other hands slack and 
other hearts cold In the solemn tiust, ours shall keep it 
well as long as the light and warmth of life remain to 

1 us.
Let us, then, K the time appointed, gather around 

their sacred remains and garland the passionless 
mounds above them with the choicest flowers of spring­ 
time. Let us raise above them the dear old Flag they 
saved from dishonor. Let us In this solemn presence 
renew our pledges to aid and assist those whom they 
have left among us a sacred charge upon the Nation's 
gratitude the soldier's and salloi's widow and orphan.

2. It is the purpose of the Commander-in Chief to 
inaugurate this observance with the hope that it will be 
kept up from year to year while a survivor of the war 
remains to honor the memory of his departed comrades. 
He earnestly desires the public press to call attention . 
to this order and lend its friendly aid In bringing it 
to the notice of comrades in all parts of the country in 
time for simultaneous compliance therewith.

3. Department commanders will use every effort 
to make this order effective.
